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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the communication filed on March 06, 2007. 
Claims 1-19 are pending. At this time, claims 1-19 are being restricted. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species:

Species 2: Claims 11-14

3. The species are independent or distinct because each of the various 
disclosed species details a mutual exclusive characteristic of:

iii. A method for storing a bitstream of a primary signal of a primary 
channel having embedded therein a secondary signal of a secondary channel.
